Trial of bomb 
threat teacher 
slated to begin 
in four months

A former Grayling Middle 


. School teacher was absent from the 


courtroom Monday for her arraign- 
ment in 46th Circuit Trial Court 
after her legal counsel filed a 
motion: to waive her rights to an 
arraignment. and entered a plea of 
not guilty on her behalf. 

According to Chief Judge Alton 
T. Davis, 43-year old Kathryn Anne 
Olson will go to triat in approxi- 
mately 120 days on one felony 
count of making a false report or 
threat of a bomb or harmful device 
on March It, causing the school to 
be closed. A search of the building 
and grounds revealed no bomb or 
other device and students returned 
the following day. 

On March 25, following a two- 
weck investigation by the Crawford 
County Sheriffs Department, 
Olson confessed to making a threat 
but turned herself into authorities 
on April 9, only after (aking a fam- 
ily ski trip out west. She resigned 
from her teaching position. 

Crawford AuSable School 
Superintendent Milli Haug was in 
the courtroom July 8 and was sur- 
prised to see Olson absent from the 
courtroom again. On June 6, Olson 
waived her right to a preliminary 
examination in 83rd District Court 
and was bound over to circuit court 
for trial. During a preliminary 
examination, the court hears evi- 
denciary details (o determine prob- 
able cause for bringing a case to 
trial. Other than the original com- 
plaint filed, few details of the case

sentenced in 
CSC case

Following nearly two years of 
delays, a jury verdict of guilty and 
a mistrial, then a plea of no contest 
in a new trial, Michael Tironi was 
sentenced July 9 on one count of 
2nd Degree Criminal Sexual 
Conduct (CSC) in Kalkaska’s 46th 
Circuit Trial Court. 

Tiront was arrested in late sum- 
mer of 2000 after an [8-year old 
complained to the Kalkaska County 
Sheriff Department that he was 
sexuaily assaulted at Tironi’s home 
the Jast weekend in July of that 
year. . 

The victim testified Tironi agreed 
to buy him and a 20-year old friend 
some beer fora party, but the drink- 
ing began at Tironi’s residence 
along with smoking marijuana and 
the viewing of internet pornogra- 
phy. 

Kalkaska County Prosecutor 
Brian Donnelly has always con- 
tended Ttroni has shown a pattern 
of luring young men and (eens with 
alcohol and drinking with them, 
Icaving (hem vulnerable to his sex- 
ual misconduct. The statements of 
lwo witnesses are on record with 
the courl regarding Tironi’s pay- 
ment to two families in exchange 
for their sons’ silence regarding 
incidents with Tironi. One young 
man, now an adult, alleges he was 
victimized beginning at the age of 
14, 

Tironi’s no contest plea on June 
10 was made in exchange for a deal 
which preserves his right to appeal

(paving), J & M Enterprises of 
Kalkaska (pavement pulverizing), 
f Buckley (pave-

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Fire departments practice car rescues

Firefighters from Frederic, 
South Branch and Lovells 
Townships improved their skills 
at extricating victims of car 
crashes during a practice session 
at the Crawford County 
Fairgrounds, July 4. 

There were several junk cars 
towed to the fairgrounds for the 
firemen to finish demolishing - 
but in a very controlled way. 
Frederic Fire Chief Doug Pratt 
led the crew through the first 
extraction which was videotaped 
by the South Branch Fire 
Department. 

Their first task was the extrica- 
tion of an imaginary driver from a 
single car. They first made the 
car very stable by placing wood- 
en blocks underneath it. They 
then proceeded to smash out all of 
the glass after giving a warning to 
the occupant. The front doors 
were removed, followed by the 
top of the car. The dashboard was 
pushed up and out of the way (it’s 
called a dash roll) with the use of 
a ram (the ram is a powered bar 
that is inserted in the space that 
used to be a front door) so that a 
driver who was pinned by the 
steering wheel could be extricat- 
ed more easily. The entire 
process only took a few minutes. 

The teams proceeded to prac- 
tice on the remaining wrecks, one 
of which was set up to simulate a

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The drug prescription 
law is good - or is it? 


Dave Camp (R - Midland) 
U. S. House of Representatives 

In the early hours of Friday, June 
28, Representative Camp voted for 
a bill that will strengthen Medicare 
and give seniors a prescription drug 
benefit to help alleviate the burden 
of skyrocketing medication costs. 
H.R. 4954, the Medicare 
Modernization and Prescription 
Drug Act of 2002, passed the House 
with bi-partisan support by a vote of 
221 to 208. 

“Michigan’s 1.2 million seniors 
will benefit from the prescription 
drug benefit now and in the future,” 
Camp said. “This fair and responsi- 
ble approach offers them and all 
America’s seniors a secure entitle- 
ment so they don’t have to decide 
whether to spend their last $50 on 
medication or groceries.” 

The plan lowers drug costs for 
seniors by cutting into the bottom 
line of pharmaceutical companies 
through the best price competition 
and the promotion of generic drugs. 
The average senior is expected to 
save 44% of current drug costs 
under the plan. 

“This bill provides affordable, 
universal, voluntary drug coverage 
to our seniors now,” Camp said, “Tt 
does so without gimmicks, without 
sunsets, and without pie-in-the-sky 
proposals that cost more than a tril- 
lion dollars.” 

The standard benefit provided by 
the bill, includes: 

* $250 deductible 

¢ $251 - $1,000: 80% coverage, 
20% cost-sharing 

* $1,001 - $2,000: 50% coverage, 
50% cost sharing 

* Catastrophic protection after 
$3,700 out-of-pocket (100% of 
costs covered) 

* Premium around $33 per month 
or about $1 a day 

* Front end benefit aids most 
seniors

A bill wearing the label “prescrip- 
tion drug reform” passed the House 
On a party line vote. Opponents of 


-the bill, including Representative 


Stupak said the bill offers no real 
reform. “The bill we were given to 
vote on ... was brought to the floor 
with no substantive. amendments 
from Democrats: allowed to ‘be 


attached in committee, with no 
amendments from Democrats 
allowed on the floor, and with no 
opportunity to offer a Democratic 
alternative - a shocking and partisan 
break from tradition.” 

“The bottom line,” Stupak said, 
“is that seniors themselves, who 
have been vigorously supported and 
represented by Democrats in. the 
prescription drug debate, were com- 
pletely shut out of the process of 
shaping legislation on what is a 
major health issue for many seniors 
and even a life-and-death matter for 
sonic,” 

Outlining key — differences 
between the two bills, Stupak said 
the Republican plan has a $250 
annual deductible, a $35 minimum 
copayment, and gaps in coverage, 
while a Democratic plan - one not 
permitted to be brought to the floor 
for a vote - has a $100 per year 
deductible, a $25 per month premi- 
um, 20 percent copayment on all 
drugs, and universal coverage. 

The greatest flaw in the 
Republican plan, Stupak said, relies 
on the participation of private insur- 
ers, who have been telling members 
of Congress and the president for 
several years they don’t plan to par- 
licipate in the program. 

The difference in the plans comes 
alive, Stupak said, when actual 
drugs costs supplied by district resi- 
dents - as calculated from random 
letters - are plugged into the two 
plans. 

“A woman from Vanderbilt told 
me her annual drug costs are 
$6,288,” Stupak said. ‘Under the 
Democrats’ plan, her prescriptions 
would cost her $1,637.60. She 
would save $4,650 or 74 percent. 

“Under the Republican plan, the 
constituent would pay $4,096 and 
would save $2,192 or 35 percent. 

A Traverse City couple who 
reported a yearly drug cost of 
$3,240 would pay $1,028 under the 
Democratic plan, saving $2,022, or 
68 percent, while under the GOP 
plan they would save only 22 per- 
cent, paying $2,536 and saving 
$704, Stupak said.

Spangler will face 
off with Matthew Gillard for the 
Democratic nomination, though no 
information regarding Gillard’s 
campaign has been offered to the 
Avalanche. 

In an effort to keep our readers 
informed of their choices on August 
6, the Crawford County Avalanche 
will continue to publish candidate 
profiles, as space permits, in the last 
few weeks before the election. 

Along with Wyman and Hayes, 
the following candidates will appear 
on the Republican ballot in’ the 
106th State House race on August 6: 


Rich Fortier (R- Alpena) 


Richard Fortier said he is seeking 
the 106th District seat “for some 
very basic reasons” and is running 
on a “common sense” platform, Ina 
recent press release he said, “Every 
morning we wake up more of our 
freedoms are gone and new laws and 
regulations take effect. Its Gime for 
common sense approach to legisla- 
tion that affeets our jobs, our educa- 


tional system, and our very way of 


life.” 

Fortier explained he and his wife, 
Elaine, have spent the last 35 years 
raising a family and building a suc- 
cessful business. “We are well 
aware of what it takes to create good 
jobs, meet payroll, worry about cash 
flow, and pay taxes,” he said. 
Fortier believes Michigan's single 
business tax must be phased out as 
fast as possible because “it is 
destroying business and eliminating 
jobs.” 

Fortier said the 106th District 
needs high paying jobs for college 
graduates, not high student loans 
and trade schools for high school 
graduates who cannot or choose not 
to enroll in college. “I believe we 


must address the truancy issue in our 


schools and encourage our parents 
and educators to really listen lo onc 
another,” he said. 

Regarding senior citizens, Fortier 
said, “All seniors must be treated 
with the dignity and respect they 
deserve.” He said he.fecls the same 
about the unborn -- “the most vul- 
nerable of our society.’Mark John 
Hunter has built his campaign plat- 
form on the issues of health care, 
schools, environment and technolo- 
gy -- with health care and schools in 
the forefront. He said, “Much of the 
ideas used in the current budget will 
only get the state through next year. 
Both school and health care face 
questions of private versus public 
operation and funding.” 

Hunter is concerned about the cri- 
sis in health care funding. “About 
half the health care provided at the 
hospitals in our district comes from 
Medicare, Medicaid and a few other 
government sources of money fike

millages, so we need no longer ask 
whether we want state or national 
health care... we are half way there. 
The question is, will we end up with 
socialized medicine, which we do 
nol want; or ean we find a betler 
solution?” 

Hunter calls for an accreditation 
process for every public school, giv- 
ing cach a report card. “The state 
would then also have assistance 
available through grants of moncy 
and professional services to cach 
school (o correct what they are lack- 
ing,” he said. Hunter would also 
like to see Special Education proper- 
ly funded to relieve financial strain 
on smaller school! districts. © He 
states he disagrees with the “harsh 
uealment” of the state school board 
by Governor Engler and feels 
Engler’s “continued attempts at 
removing the authority and even 
some of Michigan constituuonal 
authority from the state board was 
uncalled for”
